TOWN GROWTH 

Some towns, like Topsy, just grow 
up. They concern themselves with 
neither direction nor destination. They 
accept that which comes to them un¬ 
bidden and unsought. They build 
without thought of present or future. 
If their streets are straight and broad 
it is only because they just happen to 
be so. If their commercial, industrial 
and residential sections do not en¬ 
croach upon one another it does not 
indicate that it is because forces have 
been at working to provent such en¬ 
croachment. If towns of this type 
grow and prosper it is because they 
enjoy some peculiar natural advan¬ 
tage which forbids community stag¬ 
nancy. And then there is another 
type of town. They have both direc¬ 
tion and destination. They seek out 
and bid to come that which they oth¬ 
erwise would not be given the privil¬ 
ege of accepting. They build like the 
engineer, giving thought to the unity 
of the whole and the relationship of 
the component parts. Their streets 
are purposely straight and broad. 
They preserve well defined boundar¬ 
ies between the residential, commer¬ 
cial and industrial districts. Even 
without the advantage of natural op¬ 
portunities towns of this type grow 
and prosper. Thus it behooves' (fVery 
town to make the best of what it has 
and then to discover more that it may 
make the best of that also. Estab¬ 
lished communities are deprived the 
privilege of determining their own be¬ 
ginnings but they are the masters of 
their own destinies. 

A THREE-RING CIRCUS 

Spring is a three-ring circus. In 
the center ring are the high sun, the 
new warmth and the invigorating, 
zephyr-like breezes and in either end 
rings are the flowers and birds. Of- 
course the main attractions are in the 
central ring but it would a poor show, 
indeed without those added attrac¬ 
tions in the end rings. People who 
liye where the wind blows cold and 
the snow flies, feel the comfortable 
warmth of the spring and they readily 
associate this season with the bright 
and warm side of the weather ques¬ 
tion, but after all spring's real gifts 
to mankind are the return of the flow¬ 
ers and the birds. One may note that 
the weather is experiencing a trans¬ 
formation, that the elements are be¬ 
coming less intemperate, and not be 
aware of anything out of the extra¬ 
ordinary. But that first spring song 
of the home-coming bird outside the 
bedroom window shakes every slum 
ber out of winter-worn man and con 
vinces him that the renaissance oi 
spring is in full motion.

Merchan¬ 
dise is misrepresented and, if deliv¬ 
ered, is—often—inferior—to samples 
shown. Advance payments are some¬ 
times collected, the peddler vanishes 
and the merchandise is never received 
Investigate before you buy or invest. 
Your responsible local merchants sup¬ 
port all civic and public enterprises, 
pay taxes for the town’s development 
and support, and give employment to 
thousands of home-town people. You 
can always see them personally for 
the adjustment of any mistakes. You 
are safe in buying from responsible 
local stores.”

With the fisheries of the province 
of British Columbia running to $21,- 
000,000 annually—or half the Can¬ 
adian total—numbers of enquiries 
are being received from financial in¬ 
terests in Eastern Canada and the 
United States, with a view to spy¬ 
ing out business opportunities. 


Until the problem of truck com¬ 
petition is solved satisfactorily all 
transportation in Canada wilP suf¬ 
fer, -according to T. E. McDonnell, 
Vice-President of the Canadian Pa¬ 
cific Express .Company, in 6* Toronto 
address recently before the Trans¬ 
portation Club. He states that 
under the present transportation 
regulations the railway and express 
companies are operating under very 
unfair conditions. 


For the second time'in three weeks 
the stork has paid a visit to a Cana¬ 
dian Pacific passenger train. Yes¬ 
terday on the Imperial Limited go¬ 
ing east from Vancouver, Mrs. Olson, 
of Malakwa, B.C., gave birth to a 
son between Malakwa and Revel- 
stoke. Mrs. Olson was on the way 
at the time to the Revelstoke hos¬ 
pital. Railw-ay officials and em¬ 
ployees did all in their power to 
render assistance. Telegraphic dis¬ 
patches from the hospital state that 
both mother and son are doing well. 


The election of J. H. ^ Fairbairn, 
of Montreal, chief engineer of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, as presi¬ 
dent of the Engineering Alumni of 
the University of Toronto, was an¬ 
nounced at a dinner-smoker of the 
alumni held in Hart House recently. 
More than 150 graduates acclaimed 
the new president with the enthusi¬ 
astic spirit characteristic of a gath¬ 
ering of “School” men. The chief 
speakers of the evening were Sir 
Robert Falconer, President of the 
University, and Mr. Fairbairn. 


The rapid strides made by Prince 
Edward Island's seed potato busi¬ 
ness, aggregating 800,000 bushels 
for the past season, mostly shipped 
south, formed a subject of discus¬ 
sion at the 51st annual convention 
of the New Brunswick Farmers’ and 
Dairymen’s Association here. It ’was 
pointed out that this business has 
rapidly developed; that ten years 
back not a single seed potato was 
sold outside of the province. The 
remarkable advance in this business 
was due, it was claimed, to the pro¬ 
duction of a disease-free potato. 


Immigration to Canada in the ten 
months of the fiscal year ending 
January 31st, amounted , to 118,199, 
compared with 76,439 for the same 
period of 1925-6. This is an in¬ 
crease of 56 per cent. January im¬ 
migration amounted to 4,164, com¬ 
pared with 2,324 for the preceding 
January, a gain of 79 per cent. Of 
this immigration 899 were British, 
905 from th* United States and 2,360 
from other countries. During Janu¬ 
ary 2,297 Canadians who had gone 
to the United States with the inten¬ 
tion of remaining permanently re¬ 
turned to Canada, making a total of 
60,898 ao returned for the ten 
months of the fiscal year.

NEWS OF INTEREST 


The Hon. William D. Euler, Minis¬ 
ter of Customs and Excise, an¬ 
nounces that the present period of 
30 days of free entry into Canada 
of United States motor tourists on 
a permit will be extended to 90 days, 
to conform with the privilege now 
granted by the United States au¬ 
thorities, who admit Canadian cars 
carrying motor tourists free into 
that country for 90 days. The only 
difference will be that the Canadian 
permit will not initially be for 90 
days, but for a first and second 30- 
day extension, if and when the tour¬ 
ists can show bona-fides and recom¬ 
mendation from reputable associa¬ 
tions of automobilists in the United 
States. A larger tourist movement 
in Canada is expected to result from 
the change. _ 

The official visit to Canada of the 
Gentlemen of His Majesty’s Free 
Chapel of St. George, in Windsor 
Castle, and of the boy choristers of 
Westminster Abbey, who are giving 
song recitals across Canada from 
Fredericton to Vancouver and back, 
is made with the approval of His 
Majesty the King. They arrived at' 
Saint John on the Canadian Pacific 
liner Montrose and travelled C.P.R. 
across the Dominion, giving their 
first recital at Fredericton and 
their second at Winnipeg. Their 
visit is more than a mark of'inter- 
Empire courtesy; it is a gesture that 
should do much to help the fuller, 
realisation of possessions common 
to Canada and Great Britain.

Winnipeg for Mexico two years ago,, 
returned with the explanation, "too 
hot—no good.” They are once more 
buying land in Western Canada and 
expect to remain here permanently. 

A New Yorker met a Scotchman 
just back frony^the Florida golf cour¬ 
se, struggling up Broadway, dragging 
an alligator. “What are you doing 
with that alligator?” he asked. “The 
son of a gun has got my ball,” replied 
the Scotchman. 

The Canmore Hockey club are play¬ 
ing their first game of the Allen Cup 
series in Vancouver this coming Fri¬ 
day evening. Lacombo, the Intermed¬ 
iate winners, did not wish to contest 
the Canmore’s right to play and 
backed up in favor of the latter team. 

Nearly 50,000 acres of the best 
land in the Peace River and Grande 
Prairie districts have been handed 
over to the Hudson’s Bay company by 
the federal government ITirough an 
agreement not yet made public. This 
information has come as the result of 
an Alberta member asking on Febru- 
\ ary 17 last for an order for a return 
as to what lafids, if any, had been ac 
quired by the company and under 
what authority or right. It now ap¬ 
pears that the company agreed to the 
cancellation of their land situated in 
parks and forest reserves, nearly two 
sections in every township, if it was 
allowed to select an equivalent 
amount in northern Alberta. On De¬ 
cember 23, 1924, 21,280 acres in the 
Grande Prairie district and 28,000 
acres in the Peace River district were 
patented to the company.

Here and There 


At a meeting of the fox breedere 
of the Annapolis Valley, held at 
Middleton, it was stated that silver

Important Link of Telegraph Service ' 



-phe last link in the Canadian 
Pacific Telegraph system across 
the continent, to conform with the 
most advanced developments of tele¬ 
graphic science, was completed re¬ 
cently, when a new telegraph re¬ 
peater station was formally opened 
at White River, Ontario. The main 
switch, cutting the new up-to-date 
station into the circuit, was closed 
by Mrs. J. E. Depew, who had been 
closely connected with Canadian 
Pacific developments at White River 
since construction days. Many 
prominent officials of the Company 
were present at the official opening 
January 29. including: J. McMillan, 
general manager of Telegraphs, 
Montreal; H. J. Humphrey, general 
superintendent, North Bay. and 
1) H. Bowen, superintendent-of Tele¬ 
graphs. Sudbury. 

Through the installation of the 
new plant the efficiency of over¬ 
land facilities will be greatly in¬ 


creased owing to the fact that sig¬ 
nals formerly carried direct from 
Sudbury to Fort William, will now 
be strengthened and repeated at 
White River, the half-way point. It 
was pointed out to the press by Mr. 
McMillan that the overland service 
will be increased in speed and flexi¬ 
bility, thus affording additional ser¬ 
vice. The present approximate dis¬ 
tance between stations of this na¬ 
ture operated by the Canadian Pa¬ 
cific is 300 miles. A few years ago 
distances between repeating sta¬ 
tions were fully double the distance 
now accepted as the best practice. 
For example, Mr. McMillan pointed 
out, the Canadian Pacific overland 
wires were stretched from Montreal 
to Vancouver with the first repeater 
station at Fort William, a distance 
from Montreal of about 1,000 miles. 
Since the opening of the service the 
first station ofRthis nature was built 
at Sudbury. The decision to further 
cut down the distance to Fort Wil¬ 
liam resulted in the construction of

the new station here. 

Through the introduction of auto¬ 
matic printers and the possibilities 
of still greater advances in the 
science of telegraphy, it was found 
necessary to establish the new sta¬ 
tion. Starting from Sudbury, the 
Canadian Pacific now have repeater 
stations at White River, Fort Wil¬ 
liam, Winnipeg, Moose Jaw, Cal¬ 
gary, Revelstoke and Vancouver, on 
the overland trunk lines. In tele¬ 
graph service across the continent 
the Canadian Pacific have installed 
all-copper wires, and the best equip¬ 
ment obtainable is provided in all 
their repeater stations from East to 
West, making the service fast and 
reliable. 

The station here comes under the 
superintendency of D. E. Bowen, the 
chief in charge of the station will 
be C. W. McMillan, with repeater 
chiefs G. B. Bowen, and S. Faney.

A. Edison, a gentle rebuke because 
Mr. Edison has ventured to assert 
that the word Cod has no meaning for 
him.

Mr. bepew said that all of his life 
he had been surrounded by people who 
were anchored on the Bible and had 
found a great ileal of joy and happi¬ 
ness in their belief. Declaring that 
such expressions as that of Mr. Edi¬ 
son are the exception, he said: 

“Ninety-five per cent of the people 
generally are on good terms with the 
Lord, and that percentage of any 
body of people can always be relied 
upon as being in thq right. 

“I have always felt a real depen¬ 
dence upon God. My idea of God is 
personal, rather than one of force, 
not a personality such as we are, of 
course, but a glorified, divine and in¬ 
finite heart, brain and spirit, all-com¬ 
prehending, all-powered, never-fail¬ 
ing. 

“I think of-God as being interested 
in mortals and mortal affairs. Christ 
was His earthly manifestations, 
Christ, who understood, lived, toiled 
and suffered upon earth as men and 
women do; Chirst, who died, as we 
must do, before we live again. Christ 
is God’s pledge of love and under¬ 
standing. 

(“I don’t believe much in chance. 
V ou have to make things come your 
way, and they will come your way if 
you will follow'the rules of modera¬ 
tion, of not worrying, of diversifying 
/our interests, of trusting God ana 
loving your fellow-beings. 

“When I look back seventy-five 
years to the time when I first started 
out and consider the conditions then 
and now, 1 can see only a wonderful 
advaneeipent along all lines. People 
are better now than then. They are 
healthier, happier and get more out 
of life. They understand the Word of 
God more and live closer to Him gen¬ 
erally.”

Beef—Steer prices held about stea-. 
dy with those of last week, except 
for baby beef, which brought as high 
as ,- $7.25 for a real topper. Choice

G$5.35; common $4@$4.60. Choice 
heifers found the market stronger 
this week and they brought from 
$5.75(5)$6; good $5.25@$5.50. Choice 
cows found a still further increase in 
the demand and real choice butchers 
brought as high as $5.50; with the 
bulk going from $5.25<5)$5.36; good 
$4.75@$5; medium $4.25@$4.50f com¬ 
mon $3.25@$3.75; canners from $2(3) 
$2.50. Choice bulls brought from 
$3.50(5>$4; with an occasional one 
bringing about 25c higher; medium 
$2.75@$3.25, and canners from $2@ 
$2.25. Choice light calves brought 
from $7.50@$9; common kinds $3.50 
@$5. Feeders, Stockers—Feeder 
steers are still in good demand and 
bringing $4@$5.50; stock steers $3.50 
(5>$5; stock heifers $2.75@$3.75 and 
stock cows $2.25@$3. 

Hogs—Prices at Calgary showed a 
further decline as compared with 
those at the end of last week. Thick 
smooths brought $10.85 on the market 
Wednesday with the usual premiums 
on selects and improved thick smooths 

Sheep—Very little change is notice¬ 
able on the market at Calgary this 
week. Lambs bring from $10(®$11, 
wethers $7.50@$9, and ewes from 
$.50(5)$7.50. 

Grain—Values at Winnipeg Wed¬ 
nesday were fractionally below what 
they closed at last Friday, but the dif¬ 
ference is only about Vic. Outside 
news seems to govern the market con¬ 
siderably. ’Peg May delivery has still 
a premium over that of Chicago. 

Cream—Deliveries at centralizing 
and country point creameries are grad 
ually increasing. Prices are unchang¬ 
ed. Creamery Butter—No change is 
reported in this product; values are 
holding steady, while the make has 
not shown any great, increase. Some 
sections of trade report that make in 
this province is barely large enough 
to handle the demand. Coast trade 
now under heavy offerings from New 
Zealand, there having been between 
22,000 and 24,000 boxes distributed 
there last Monday. Eastern trade re 
ported firm, but no demand for prair¬ 
ie butter, as a small surplus on hand 
will take care of any increased de¬ 
mand. Dairy Butter—Very little be 
ing offered for bulk of cream is being 
shipped to creameries. Market in¬ 
clined to be weaker but prices steady. 
Milk—No change in this market after 
the drop reported last week which put 
it down to $2.40 for 100 lbs. on basis 
of 3.6. 

Poultry—Deliveries are very light 
in both fresh killed and live birds, 
with the result that the few which are 
handled do not remain in the hands of 
jobbers’ very long. Bulk of trade i 
being conducted with stocks drawn 
from storage which are reported to be 
in very good condition. Prices show 
no change from those of last week. 
Eggs—A decline of 3c on this market 
became effective on Monday of this 
week, which makes extras now worth 
32c, firsts 30, seconds 25c and chicks 
20. Receipts are steadily increasing, 
and now they are very nearly able to 
handle the good demand which 
coming from housewives, hotels and 
restaurants. 

Potatoes—Market conditions have 
shown very little change during the 
past week. Quite a number of soggy 
spuds being picked up in some locali¬ 
ties and these are being offered at low 
prices by retail stores. Good Alberta 
grown spuds easily make from $22(5) 
$25 per ton.

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BRANCH LINE MUST WAIT 


In connection with the proposed ex¬ 
tension of fhe Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way branch line from Arrowwood 
westerly, a letter was received from 
D. C. Coleman, vice-president of the 
C.P.R. western regions, intimating 
that nothing would be done for some 
considerably time. Mr. Coleman’s let¬ 
ter in part reads: “We have already 
made a very exhaustive investigation 
of the situation there, and while there 
is a comparatively small corner where 
the haulage is fairly long, we have 
been unable to find a possibility of 
securing a profitable return on that 
investment. Even in the most ex¬ 
treme cases mentioned above, the 
haulage is not as long as in many dis¬ 
tricts of larger area in Western Can¬ 
ada. I really think that it is an area 
which can await further railway fa¬ 
cilities until more necessary lines 
have been built.” 


GETS SMALL PART OF VOTES 


Estimates of the public works de¬ 
partment passed by the House of 
Commons Friday totalled $7,747,462. 
Of this total $7,451,252 was for public 
buildings in Quebec, Ontario, Manito¬ 
ba, Saskatchewan, Alberta and Brit¬ 
ish Columbia. Rents, repairs, furni¬ 
ture, heating, etc., of public buildings 
accounted for $5,339,500 of the total. 
Just before adjournment a vote of 
$296,210 for harbors and rivers of No¬ 
va Scotia was added, making up the 
grand total. The votes for public 
buildings by provinces were: Quebec, 
$631,027; Ontario,. 642,013; Manito¬ 
ba, $104,000; Saskatchewan, $205,450; 
Alberta, $32,000; British Columbia, 
$243,262, and “general,” $270,000.

IMPORTANCE OF MILK POWDER 


As pointed out in the News Letter 
dated February 10 of the Dairy and 
Cold Storage Branch of the Agricul¬ 
tural Department at Ottawa, the 
trade in milk powder has become of 
considerable importance to the coun¬ 
try. Totals for 1926 were not avail¬ 
able at the date of the letter but in 
1925 the production in Canada of 
whole milk powder was 2,843,942 lbs. 
valued at $567,339 and of skim milk 
powder 10,634,699 lbs., valued at $1,- 
016,200 making a total of 13,478,641 
lbs? which returned $740,668. Quan¬ 
tity and value of exports increased'In 
1926. The manufacture of milk pow¬ 
der in Canada was commenced at 
Brownsville, Ont., in 1903. There are 
now twelve factories in Ontario and 
one each in Manitoba :and British Co¬ 
lumbia.

ITEMS OF INTEREST 


Switzerland sent fully 1,500,000 less 
wrist watches to other countries in 
the past twelve month than it did in 
the yeaY before. 

The Alberta Dairy fool announces 
that farmers of the province made an 
extra profit of $360,000 from the mar¬ 
keting of 17,000,000 lbs. of butter fat 
last year. 

Since the wheat pool began oper¬ 
ations in ,1923 it has distributed $580- 
000,000 to its members. Opponents 
may criticise it but a business of this 
size can’t be easily criticised out of 
existence. 

A Van Dyck picture of the holy 
family,i purchased for fifty cents at an 
up-state auction sale in New Zealand 
may be worth $100,000 if the purchas¬ 
er’s assessment of its value is correct. 
He has insured it for $50,000 and is 
sending it to the United States for 
appraisal. 

The latest estimate of the Domin¬ 
ion Bureau of Statistics places the 
number of sheep in Canada for 1926 
at 3,035,507, as compared with 2,755,- 
556 in 1925 and their value at $30,273 
000 as compared with $26,795,000. 
The average price of wool per lb. is 
returned at 23 cents’for unwashed and 
30 cents for washed, as compared 
with 25 cents and jJUcents, respective¬ 
ly. in 1923. 

The annual report of Commissioner 
W. C. Bryan, of the Alberta Provin¬ 
cial Police, states that in connection 
with the Alberta Liquor Control Act, 
there is a marked increase in respect 
for the law. Under prohibition, the 
police appeared to be almost alone in 
their efforts to enforce it. There ap¬ 
peared at that time to be a general 
idea that it was smart to circumvent 
the law and get a drink or a bottle of 
whiskey. There has been little smug¬ 
gling and no doubt some illicit manu¬ 
facture of liquor. — - J 

Twenty-three farmers in the Fort 
Vermilion district, in the far north¬ 
western part of Alberta, 650 miles 
straight north of the international 
boundary, last year raised a total of 
9,200 bushels of wheat and 13,000 
bushels of oats. Their average for 
wheat w’as 25'4 bushels, and for oats 
the average was 36 , L> bushels per acre 
They also had an average yield of 
barley of 30 bushels to the acre. This 
is the farthest north point in 
Alberta raising grain, and is some 
200 miles farther north than cham¬ 
pion wheat and oats of 1926.
